Rates on commodities recognized 
‘as products of the named grains, in- 
cluding flour, feed and finished or 
semifinished manufactures, the 
‘commission held to be unjust and 
unreasonable and orders them re- 
,duced to a relationship correspond- 
| ing to the rates on the raw materials. 
‘The decreases, though chiefly affect- 
‘ing producing territory in the West, 
will make rate reductions in certain 
| paesene of the Eastern territory 
necessary. 
| The commission also found the 


| present rates on coarse grain, includ- 
ing oats, rye, corn and millet, to be 
unjust and unreasonable and ordered 
‘therm to be fixed generally at 10 per 
‘cent less than the tariff prescribed 
‘for wheat.

Notice was given the carriers by 
the commission that the low state of 
railroad earnings which led to in- 
creases in 1920, should hereafter be 
rectified by reductions in wages and 
prices and that a downward tch- 
dency should be set for their rates. 

Case Brought by States. 

Anticipated by statements in of- 
ficial quarters bearing upon the 
strike call of the railroad brother- 
hoods the decision was réendered in 
the case brought before the commis- 
sion Sept. 3 by 24 Western state and 
agricultural organizations. The com- 
mission unanimously held with the 
states petitioning for reduction, 
though conceding the difficulty of 
the financial situation of the rall- 
roads. 

The increases given in 1920 gave 
the carriers a 35 per cent advance 
in the Mississippi Valley and West- 
ern territory, a 25 per cent advance 
within the mountain and Pacific ter- 
ritory and 33 1-3 per cent advance 
on commodities moving acroses the 
division line, of which half is now 
taken away.
